Explanation for the purpose of this Notification:— 

1- (a) Unskilled work is one which involves simple operations requiring little or no 
skill or experience on the job. 

(b) Semi-skilled work is one which involves some 'degree of skill or competence acquired 
through experience on the job and which is capable of being performed under the supervision 
or guidance of a skilled employee, and includes unskilled supervisory work. 

(c) Skilled work is one which involves skill or competence acquired through experience 
on the job or through training as an apprentice or in a technical or vocational institute 
and the performance of which calls for initiative and judgement. 

2. The Minimum rates of wages arc all-inclusive rates, and include also the wages 1c. 
weekly day of rest.
